Planting the Lawn and Border. 
Prepared by the U. S. department 
of agriculture 
T 
h e chief consideration 
in 
the planting plan for roses 
for landscape effects is that the 
plants should be so spaced that 
when they reach maturity they 
will come together without over* 
crowding . The habits of growth 
of the particular varieties cho­ 
sen will he the determining fac­ 
tor. 
The spacing should in g en­ 
eral range from two to six feet. 
Early spring planting is best in 
the extreme northern part of the 
United States and 
011 the west­ 
ern 
plains, 
where 
there 
are 
strong, dry ing winds in winter. 
In other regions fall planting is 
advantageous, but not sufficient­ 
ly 
so 
to 
warrant 
postponing 
planting from spring until au­ 
tumn. 
When possible, however, 
it is well enough to push plant­ 
ing in tfie fall rather than to 
wait until spring. 
Spring plant­ 
ing should be done as soon as 
the ground is dry enough 
to 
work or when it spring s apart 
after being squeezed in the hand. 
Fall planting is 
best done as 
soon ;ts tlie leaves 
have fallen 
from trees and bushes.

Use of Nutritious Staple 


Groceries. 


In a bulletin sen t out to grocers in 
In dian a, H. E. Barn ard, state food 
an d drug commission er, giv es sugges­ 
tion s relativ e to the con serv ation an d 
mobilization of the food supply, from 
the grocers’ stan dpoin t. 
A direct a t­ 
tack on the eatin g of high-priced can ­ 
dies an d argumen ts that plain sugar 
hould he con stituted for this food, 
are made in the bulletin , which fol 
ows: 
“To the Grocers of In dian a: 
The 
splen did respon se to the call for un ­ 
usual efforts by farmers in the plan t­ 
in g of larger acreage, an d the culti­ 
v ation of home garden s, will, if the 
growin g season is fav orable, giv e us 
good crop* of some staples. 
But the 
surplus is so low an d deman d so 
great that ev en an in creased crop 
will n ot prev en t scarce an d liigh- 
>riced food an other year un less we 
con serv e our presen t supply an d pre­ 
v en t wastage of the comin g crop. 
“The grocer, who distributes most 
of the food supply, can help greatly 
in wardin g off a food crisis.
